The three men were high 
school classmates in Commu- 
filst-held Sariwon of Kim Taik 
Sun, leader of eight conspira- 
tors who boarded the airliner 
in Pusan last February and 
forced Pilot Willis P. Hobbs, 
of Vallejo, Calif., to fly it to 
Red Korea. Kim and his seven 
accomplices remained in Red 
t@rritory. Ki, Pak and Lee re- 
mained in South Korea, where 
they were tracked down.

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LAWYER IN PANAMA 
ASSASSINATION SHOT 


PANAMA CITY, Aug. 5 (AP) 
—Ruben Miro, who never made | 
good on his promise to tell all | 
he knew about the assassina- 
tion of President Jose Antonio 
Remon, survived a burst of gun- | 
fire from an unidentified auto- | 
tomobile last night. 


The dapper, 43-year-old law- 
yer sustained flesh wounds in | 
the left side of his chest and | 
right arm, and a third bullet | 
lodged in his right buttock. He | 
drove to a hospital and his | 
condition was deseribed as not 
serious after removal of the 
bullet. 


The attack occurred as the 
lawyer was leaving the home of 
his brother, Ricardo Miro. 
Ruben noticed an automobile 
parked behind his on the dark 
sfreet. As he got behind the 
wheel. the other car came 
abreast and a burst—apparent- 
ly from a machine-gun — was 
fired. There were seven bullet 
holes tn the car. 


Miro and six others were ac- 
quitted last December of com- 
plicity in the 1955 machinegun 
killing of President Remon. 
Both before and during the 
trial he promised to tell all he 
knew about the murder but 
never made any revelations. 


After his release Miro spent 
two days in asylum in the Bal- 
boa police station, in the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone under United 
States jurisdiction. His family 
made plans for him to leave 
the country but he decided to 
remain. 

Acquittal of Miro and his co- 
defendants resulted in the re- 
lease of the only person con- 
victed in connection with Re- 
mon’s death. He was Jose | 
Ramon Guizado, Remon’'s vice 
president who had succeeded to | 
the presidency. Convicted by | 
the National Assembly as an ac- | 
cessory, he served nearly three | 
years of a sentence of six years

Question of When U.S. Should 
Surrender in All-Out Nuclear 
Attack Studied for Pentagon 


Scientists Are Proceeding on Assump- 
tion Russia Has Achieved, or Is 
Rapidly Gaining, Intercontinental 
Military Superiority With Missiles.

While Administration spokes- 
men assert that the United 
States is not losing the arms 
race with the Soviet Union, 
and the publie is confused te- 
tween such declarations and 
those to the contrary by Con- 
gressmen and commentators, 
the scientists are procecding 
on the assumption that the 
Russians have achieved, or Yap- 
idly are gaining interconti- 
nental military superiority with 
missiles. 

It is a significant and shock- 
ing turn of events when United 
States officials have ‘ost con- 
fidence of victory in any con- 
flict in which the United States 
may be engaged in the next 
few years and turn to question- 
ing our ability te survive and 
what is the right time to sur- 
render. 

Soon-to-Be-Faced Dangers 

When some of our best sci- 
entific and military minds turn 
to the study of such eventuali- 
ties, no comment is required as 
to their opinion of the dangers 
the nation soon will be facing. 

Dr. Ellis A. Johnson, direc- 
tor of the Operations Research 
Office of John Hopkins Univer- 
sity, a non-profit scientific or- 
ganization operated for the 
Army, estimated, in connection 
with studies of civil defense, 
that the United States dead in 
an all-out nuclear attack would 
be from 15,000,000 to 90,000,- 
000, depending upon the status 
of our active and passive de- 
fenses. 

When the Russians, in from 
three to five years, have the 
capability of discharging some 
hundreds of intercontinnental 
missile salvos against the 
United States and we have but 
negligible defense against 
them, and few shelters, the fig- 
urge of 90,000,000 dead will ap- 


ply. 

The direetor of a sci- 
entific agency fold tbe Rost 
Dispatch that their sfudfes cast 


doubt on the ability of the 
United States to survive and 
to continue to fight after an 
attack in which 40,000,000 were 
killed. 

Inevitibility of Defeat. 

Such studies validate extend- 
ing the research into what con- 
ditions warrant surrender. It 
is, indeed, mathematically de- 
monstrable that, after a cer- 
tain inferiority in ability to 
deliver nuclear weapons has 
been reached as a result of 
atomic blows, nothing can be 
gained by continuing, that the 
only result will be more cities 
and people vaporized, without 
changing the inevitability of 
defeat. 

A straw in the wind, show- 
ing the direction of some 
thinking, is the publication of 
a book, “Strategic Surrender,” 
by Paul Kecskemeti, Stanford 
University Press, 1958. The 
book is a Rand Corporation 
research study. The Rand Cor- 
poration is a non-profit scien- 
tific agency operated for the 
Air Force by a group of uni- 
versities. 

The book includes studies of 
the surrenders of France in 
1940, Italy in 1943 and Ger- 
many and Japan in 1945, The 
idea of unconditional surren- 
der is also studied. Such studies 
are a necessary preliminary to 
the problem of surrender in 
a nuclear war. Although the 
author presents some conclu- 
sions about surrender in a nu- 
clear war, it can be assumed 
that the real continuation of 
his study is classified evalua- 
tion of future conditions that 
will force surrender. 

High Destruction Level. 

“What present weapons por- 
tend,” Kecskemeti writes, “‘is 
an. extreme disruptive effect, 
which goes far beyond the dis- 
ruption of earlier ‘battle’ strat- 
egies. Full-scale nuclear war- 
fare threatens its target with 
a level of destruction so high 
that co-ordinated activities 
must largely come to a stop. 

“In such a situation,” the 
author continues, “the loser 
cannot offer ‘surrender’ in the 
shape of handing the winner 
control over cohesive residual 
capabilities and over a society 
that is a going+ concern.” 

Kecskemeti also mentions 
the possibility “that a power 
might develop a perfect win- 
ning strategy for all-out nu- 
clear war, i.e., the strategy of 
a first strike that eliminates 
all significant retaliatory capa- 
bilities on the adversary’s side. 
Needless to say, a power whose 
enemy develops strategic capa- 
bilities of this sort is in mortal 
danger: The enemy can, if he 
chooses, eliminate the power 
with relative impunity.” 

“But this kind of situation,” 
the author adds, “points to the 
possibility of surrender of a 
different sort: surrender with- 
out fighting.” 

Roles Reversed. 


HREE NON-PROFIT scientific agencies working for the 
Defense Department or the services are making studies 
as to whether the United States can survive and continue 
to fight after an all-out nuclear attack.

Military planners’ are think- 
ing of many different situa- 
tions. One that has engaged 
them is the possibility of less 
than aé full-scale attack on 
cities, industry and communi- 
cations.’ Instead, they imagine 
an attack directed at our re- 
taliatory force—the strategic 
bomber bases. 

The Soviet Union has the 
medium and intermediate range 
missiles in ample quantity now 
to eliminate a great portion of 
our overseas SAC bases. In a 
few years it is estimated that 
it will have the inter-continen- 
tal missiles in sufficient quant- 
ity to knock out a major por- 
tion of SAC bases in the Uni- 
ted States. 

Destroying Retaliatory Power. 

Suppose our major retalia- 
tory bases, both in the United 
States and overseas, were 75 
per cent to 90 per cent put out 
of action in an initial surprise 
attack, the scientists assume, in 
discussion on this aspect of our 
situation. The United States re- 
taliatory power would be re- 
duced to a small fraction of 
that of the opponent, while 
theirs would hardly have been 
touched. 

The opponent might then say: 
“Do you want to continue? In 
the next exchange of nuclear 
blows we shall destroy your 50 
major metropolitan areas as 
well as knock out most of your 
remaining bases. Will you make 
peace on our terms,.or do you 
want to trade five American 
cities for each Soviet city you 
ean hit?” 

In such an eventuality, the 
consensus is that there would 
be no use in continuing to 
fight. 

Or take the case where the 
surprise attack was made on 50 
metropolitan centers, while our 
counter retaliation did only a 
small part of the damage in- 
flicted on us. The opponent 
could ask: “‘Are you ready to

Dr. James J. McCaffery should be 
so reluctant about answering ques- 
tions in the presence of reporters 
at the deposition hearing on the 
suit seeking his ouster.” 

The answer is simple. Dr. Mec- 
Caffery wants his entire case 
tried in court, rather than piece- 
meal in the newspapers. We be- 
lieve that fragmentary coverage 
of a merely preparatory step be- 
fore trial can only lead to mis- 
interpretation and premature 
judgment. The inevitable next 
short step is prejudice and in- 
justice. 

I am sure that journalism has 
long wrestled with the problem 
of fair and adequate reporting of 
trials. At a trial, at least, the 
evidence is continuous through 
the entire case of both sides on 
successive days. There, rules of 
evidence and procedure, ham- 
mered out of man’s experience for 
hundreds of years, are enforced 
by an impartial judge, with the 
press and public present to insist 
upon strict compliance. 

Even then, the journalist is 
hard put to clearly and fairly in- 
terpret and report. How much 
greater the task of arriving at 
truth and justice from the report- 
ing of a deposition which, at best, 
is a part, a very small part. of 
the whole case and, in addition, 
lacks the safeguards of rules of 
evidence and procedure that gov- 
ern a trial.

Speaking Up on Gide 

The Dean certainly does “speak 
up,” but in the particular Adele 
Starbird essay of July 27 [I'm 
convinced she did so with scant 
understanding. Pharisee-ism may 
be a trait of our times, but to pin 
this label on Andre Gide. without 
careful documentation is gross ir- 
responsibility. 

In the first place, Gide’s book 
“Corydon”—the obvious basis for 
Mrs. Starbird’s innuendoes — is 
less a defense of homosexuality 
than an analysis of it. The book 
is a positive contribution to the 
literature on this socio-psycholog- 
ical problem which, though as old 
as man, is so far from being 
understood—due in large part to 
the insular attitude Mrs. Starbird 
represents. 

Worse, though, is Mrs. Star- 
bird’s accusation that Gide pub- 
lished “Corydon” to build a rep- 
utation on the sensation he knew 
it would create. The book was 
not published under Gide’s name 
until 1924, and then in a limited 
edition. Many readers of Gide 
haven't heard of it, and others 
have generally come upon it after 
reading “Counterfeiters,” “Strait 
Is the Gate.” etc. 

Furthermore, Gide's journals 
and letters reveal his intention as 
early as 1900 to publish such a 
work, and his full and painful 
recognition that just such charges 
as Mrs. Starbird’s would be made 
His reputation was not founded 
on “Corydon.” And it antedateg 
those doves who ruffle their 
feathers and trill alarms over 
that work 

The philosophic and literary 
tradition of France clearly dem- 
onstrates that refinement and 
searching honesty are not anti- 
thetical. Gide is a part of that 
tradition. Isn't it clear to Mrs. 
Starbird that what one person re- 
gards as distasteful may, in an- 
other context, for another reason, 
be a moral obligation? Her values 
may not be universals. 

I hope thoughtful people who 
are not yet acquainted with Gide 
through his writings will not be 
deterred by Mrs. Starbird’s bias.

If the summit conference is to develop 
along the lines Secretary Dulles has publicly 
laid down it would be better, we think, not 
to hold a conference at all. 

Mr. Dulles has now made clear what he 
expects from the conference. He does not 
intend that it shall discuss any of the basic 
problems of the Middle East. Talk of eco- 
nomic development is impossible, he says, 


because political stability must f 
achieved. Nor will there be time to talk 
any such matters as guaranteeing Israeli 
Arab borders. The fundamental causes of 
unrest that has twice brought the world 
the verge of war are not to be touched 
“I would certainly not think it feasible,” Mr. 
Dulles told his news conference last week, “to 
deal in a definitive way with the large prob- 
lems of the area because I feel a program .. . 
would require a considerable amount of 
preparation.” 

To put it plainly, if Mr. Dulles has his way 
the basic issues of the Middle East are not 
going to be discussed because that would re- 
quire an American policy for the Middle East, 
and Mr. Dulles does not have one.

What, then, is the summit conference as 
Mr. Dulles envisages it going to discuss? First, 
*he thinks it should refute the Soviet charge 
of Western “aggression” in Lebanon and Jor- 
dan. Second, he thinks it should develop his 
charge that the Soviet Union and the United 
Arab Republic have been guilty of “indirect 
aggression,” and his proposal that the United 
Nations do something about such practices. 

It may be that other participants in the 
conference will undertake to give it more 
depth than is implied by this two-point 
agenda. It may even be that Mr. Dulles or 
President Eisenhower will broaden the Amer- 
ican approach beyond what Mr. Dulles has so 
far discussed. Certainly that is much to be 
desired. For if the conference is to consist 
only of an exchange of stale charges and 
counter-charges about the past, there is little 
use in holding it. A summit is not needed for 
that. The United States can make its propa- 
ganda, and the Russians can make theirs, 
without going to the trouble of convening a 
high-level conference. 

Mr. Dulles’s preoccupation with “indirect 
aggression” is interesting. At times he speaks 
as if political assassination had just been in- 
vented, as if no revolution ever took place 
except upon incitement from outside. The 
truth is that coups and violent politics and 
agitation have been going on for generations, 
especially in the Middle East, and that few 
revolutions there or elsewhere occur from 
outside causes only. Unless there is receptive 
native soil for the seed of outside incitement 
to take root in, revolution does not usually 
flourish. 

. . . 

This does not mean that the inflammatory 
radio broadcasts, arms shipments, incite- 
ments to murder and other techniques of “in- 
direct aggression” must be condoned. They 
are evil practices, as the U.N. said in con- 
demning them eight years ago, and they 
should be restrained by all practical means. 
The difficulty in collectively dealing with 
them, however, is plainly illustrated by the 
case of Lebanon. American troops are there 
to restrain what our Government defines as 
indirect aggression, but the United Nations 
has never been able to agree that such ag- 
gression has in fact taken place. The U.N. 
observers on the spot, on the contrary, re- 
peatedly stress the internal rather than the 
external causes of Lebanon’s civil strife. 

If the U.N. is going to deal with indirect 
aggression, it will first have to agree on how 
to identify it. We are all for the effort being 
made. But when Mr. Dulles places so much 
emphasis on this issue, to the exclusion of the 
more fundamental questions which he says 
will not be discussed, his basic analysis of 
the problem confronting the West must be 
questioned. if he thinks that problem can 
be traced to a few plotters making trouble 
in Cairo and Moscow, he is mistaking effect 
for cause. And as the cause lies much deeper, 
so the cure cannot be sought in superficial 
measures like monitoring radio broadcasts. 


TV Sponsor, New Style 

Like so many good things, educational tele- 
vision would be even better if it had more 
money. Those in charge of educational sta- 
tions must envy the commercial stations their 
advertising sponsors. . Selling “spots,” how- 
ever, is not for educational TV. 

But, in a way, why not? Edward L. Ryer- 
son of Chicago’s Inland Steel Co. has just or- 
ganized ONSET—Organization for National 
Support of Educational Television—and it is 
out to get sponsors. They will not go by 
that name, but will be called “patrons” in- 
stead. The patron, like the sponsor, will put 
up money for a TV program. 

The patron, however, will not have anything 
to say about thé program. And unlike the 
commercial sponsor, he will not be able to 
“buy time.” He will have to wait to be in- 
vited to make a contribution. 

But he probably will not have to wait very 
long. As a matter of fact, why should not 
corporations as well as individuals of means 
support educational TV, not as an advertising 
device but as an assumption of responsibility 
for culture in the community? Inviting them 
to support a given program makes this re- 
sponsibility more specific. We wish ONSET 
success from the outset. 


Pensions for Presidénts 


The American people expect a good deal 
from former Presidents after they have left 
the White House, and the public owes them 
a continuing debt in return. On that princi- 
ple the House has agreed with the Senate on 
$25,000 annual pensiohs for ex-Presidents and 
$10,000 pensions for their widows.

If metropolitan government is to regulate 
traffic, should it not also have power to regu- 
late parking? That sounds reasonable, said 
the committee.

What about the streets themselves? If Metro 
-is to be responsible for traffic control, should 
it not also have power over the location of 
streets and roads? Agreed. Then should it 
not also have responsibility for improvement, 
repair and maintenance of same? Certainly. 
And lighting them, too? Yes. 

At this point the committee quit work for 
the day, but it still has to face a whole list 
of questions, including the hard ones on ‘po- 
lice and courts, growing out of the basic deci- 
sion to regulate traffic: Should it have power 
to grant franchises and to regulate busses 
and streetcars, as well as service cars and 
taxicabs? Should it own mass transportation 
facilities? Should it have power to operate 
them? What about land use regulation and 
zoning? And so on. 

Assuming metropolitan control of all these 
functions is essential to “effective” traffic 
control, few functions, if any, would be left 
for the City of St. Louis, the 97 county mu- 
nicipalities and the county. And if in the 
solving of other metropolitan problems simi- 
lar results were to obtain, what would be the 
need of the present city and county? 

If the Freeholders then moved to abolish 
those governments that had nothing to do, this 
might be regarded as something less than a 
“moderate” or “conservative” approach to the 
area’s needs. But do the people want change 
that will be effective? If so they may have 
to accept a plan that is something other than 
conservative. 


From Little Rock to Arlington 


The seven Judges who comprise the United 
States Court of Appeals for the Eighth Cir- 
cuit now are weighing the arguments for and 
against District Judge Lemley’s suspension 
of racial integration at Central High School, 
Little Rock. 

The Court of Appeals heard the case with 
commendable dispatch. Jutige:Lemley’s order 
was issued some six weeks ago. In an effort 
to complete its step in the appeals process as 
promptly as possible, the Court of Appeals 
convened its full bench here in St. Louis 
much earlier than might have been expected. 
The prospect is that the Court will have 
passed on the two-and-a-half year suspension 


’ order before the opening of school. 


Meantime a. new Little Rock could be in 
process of development in Arlington, Va. For 
on Sept. 4—in less than a month—five Negro 
children, backed by a federal court order, are 
scheduled to enroll in four previously all- 
white schools. Under Virginia state law these 
schools are supposed to close automatically 
to avoid any mixing of the races among school 
children. Let us hope that even though the 
Eisenhower Administration did not enter the 
Little Rock appeal, it is planning a course of 
constructive, helpful action at Arlington, 
which after all, is just across the Potomac 
from the National Capital. ‘ 


Transport Moves Ahead 


The transportation legislation to which 
Congress has put the finishing touches is a 
much-needed advance but hardly a finished 
job. 

It makes constructive contributions in guar- 
anteeing railroad loans for capital expendi- 
tures and maintenance; in giving the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission jurisdiction over 
applications to suspend trains; in closing loop- 
holes through which common-carrier trucks 
have escaped regulation; and in putting limits 
on exemptions, originally intended to aid 
farmers in marketing their products, which 
have proliferated to cover many articles of 
processed foods. 

The Interstate Commerce Act is strength- 
ened by an amendment which removes a 
cloud cast by recent Supreme Court decisions 
and clearly establishes the commission's 
authority to pass on intrastate freight rates. 
In separate legislation the 3 per cent excise 
tax on freight, established as a temporary 
expedient at the time of the Korean conflict, 
has been removed. 

The worst weakness of the legislation lies 
in its tinkering with the basic philosophy of 
rate-making. The Interstate Commerce Act is 
amended to bid the ICC be oblivious of the 


possible ill effects on other modes of trans- . 


portation in setting rates for any one mode— 
railroads, trucks, barge lines. At the same 
time the amendment bids the commission 
give “due consideration to the objectives of 
the national transportation policy declated 
in this Act.” Since national transportation 
policy is, and should be, to consider the 
health of the transportation system as a 
whole, the amendment represents a triumph 
of rhetoric over meaning. It was a desperate

“We're giving it a real try, not 
just a lick and a promise,” says the 
Mo. Pac.'’s silver-haired president, 
Russell L. Dearmont. His eventual 
goal: To make Mo. Pac.'s passenger 
operation self-sustaining. 

For this recession year, however, 
Mr. Dearmont hopes only to hold 
the size of his road’s passenger def- 
itit to about last year’s 17-million- 
dollar level.

The Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy's trains trav- 
eled eight per cent fewer miles in 
the first five months of this year 
than they had a year earlier, reflect- 
ing the elimination of some trains; 
the road admits the cuts are at least 
partly responsible for a nine per 
cent year-to-year drop in passenger 
revenues in that period. 

The Mo. Pac., by contrast, dropped 
no trains in 1957 and none so far 
this year. Nor is it seeking to drop 
any trains. 

Typical of Mo. Pac.’s cost-con- 

scious efforts is the Thrift-T-Sleeper. 
There is one here on the Colorado 
Eagle as it travels from St. Louis 
to Denver. It is an old but recon- 
ditioned Pullman car. 
- For a relatively small additional 
charge, a passenger who pays the 
equivalent of coach fare can get 
sleeping accommodations. The 
charges on this run> Upper berth, 
$2.50; lower, $6; bedroom, $12; draw- 
ing room, $15. Comparable costs on 
a standard Pullman: Upper, $8.65; 
lower, $11.45; bedroom, $21.70; draw- 
ing room, $38.35. 

An innovation now offered on 
many Mo. Pac. trains is the Travel 
Tray, a low-cost meal served to trav- 
elers at their seats or, as on this 
Colorado Eagle, in a “coach diner,” 
a car without the frills, linen and 
service of a regular diner. 

These Mo, Pac, meals are served 


in compartmentalized trays. A typ- 
ical dinner: Salisbury steak with 
mushroom sauce, creamed corn, 
mashed potatoes, bread, butter, sliced 
peaches, and a choice of coffee, tea 
or milk. The price: $1. The same 
meal on a regular Mo. Pac. diner 
would cost $2.35. 

In January, the first month the 
Travel Trays were offered on the 
Colorado Eagle, dining car crews 
served 427. Last month, the total 
jumped to 3372. 


Pillows rented aboard the train 
have long been the coach passenger's 
chief defense against stiff neck and 
insomnia.

Embassy people are not sub- 
ject to arrest, except on grave 
charges and through special 
country -to-country arrange- 
ments. Their automobiles bear 
plates on which the letters 
“DPL” signify that it is no use 
putting parking tickets on 
them. 


British Is Biggest. 


The local people sometimes 
have no lively appreciation of 
these special privileges, which 
do not apply to a Senator or a 
Supreme Court Justice.

The Western 
diplomats draw together even 
more than commonly they 
would. The Russians, their 
satellites and quasi-friends tend 
to get into the other social and 
professional camp. 

There is, of course, still a 
social interchange between 
West and East, but not on a 
very clubby basis. 


Pleasure vs. Grandeur. 


Both embassy sets—West and 
East—have a good deal to do 
with local people. The West- 
erners’ dinners are much more 
fun; the Russians’ dinners are 
much more grand. 

The presence of two sets of 
world groupings—the Western 
alliance in which the United 
States is chairman of the board 
and the Eastern monolith in 
which the Soviet Union is sim- 
ply the boss—has_ simplified 
the practice of diplomacy. 

More and more the ambassa- 
dor’s home office makes the 
real decisions. More and more 
it is his job mainly to carry out 
these decisions in this country. 
This is not the era of the appli- 
cation of persuasion: it is more 
nearly the era of the applica- 
tion of force.

AP Let Police Know He Was Home

This is the second of a series from “The Untouch- 
ables,” published by Julian Messner, Inc., New York. 


WE HAD BEEN in the brewery-busting business almost 
six months when the prison gates swung open at Holmesburg, 
Pa., and Al Capone walked out a free man on the morning of 


March 17, 1930. 


Chicago officials had been making eye-catching state- 
ments as the time drew near for Capone’s release. The law 
promised he would be given a hot reception. | 

“We'll clap him in jail as soon as he sets foot in the 


city,” boasted one high police figure. 


Capt. John Stege, head of 
the Chicago detective bureau, 
posted 25 men in the vicinity 
of Capone’s home on Prairie 
avenue. Their instructions were 
to take the chubby-faced gang 
overlord into custody as soon 
as he arrived, but they waited 
four days and nights without 
avail. 

“Searface Al” had disap- 
peared after being met at the 
prison by a “royal” entourage 
that whisked him out of sight. 
Since there was no indictment 
against him, however, the 
police obviously weren’t too 
anxious to locate him. 

But we knew immediately 
where he was, thanks to the 
wire tap on the Montmartre 
Cafe, headquarters of Ralph 
Capone. 

When word came that Ca- 
pone had disappeared, I laid 
siege to the headset in our 
rented basement apartment. 

One of the first orders of 
business among the mob when 
he returned, I knew, would be 
the extermination of the Eliot 
Ness squad which had become 
a thorn in Al’s side. The 
orders, I was fairly certain, 
would filter through brother 
Ralph’s telephone. 

On March 18, the day after 
Capone’s release, I was at the 
headset when the buzzer 
sounded and an urgent voice 
demanded: 

“Is Ralph there?” 


“On the phone,” was the 
reply. 
“Listen, Ralph,” the voice 


pleaded frantically. “We're up 
in Room 718 in the Western 
and Al is really getting out of 
hand. He’s in terrible shape. 
Will you come up, please? 
You’re the only one who can 
handle him when he gets like 
this. We’ve sent for a lot of 
towels.” 

“O.K.,” Ralph replied. “I'll 
be up a little later. Just take 
care of things the best you can 
right now.” 

Al Capone, celebrating his 
release from prison not wisely 
but much too well, was drunk 
and almost out of control at 
the Western Hotel. But it was 
obvious that Ralph wasn’t wor- 
ried. 

Four days after his return 
from prison, Capone finished 
up his celebration. Defying the 
law to pin anything on him, he 
walked blithely into police 
headquarters accompanied by 
his lawyer. 

“T hear you want me,” Ca- 
pone challenged. 

No one did, as it developed, 
and “Scarface Al” returned in 
triumph to his headquarters at 
the Lexington Hotel, where he 
occupied the three top floors. 

It was an ironic demonstra- 
tion of the pewer of this man 
who had started out as a hard- 
fisted roughneck addicted to 
red neckties, gaudy shirts and 
flashy jewelry. 


His fortune was estimated at ~ 


$50,000,000. He rode around in 
a $30,000 automobile which, 
with its body armor of steel 
plate and bulletproof windows, 
weighed seven tons. 

He owned an estate in 
Florida worth $500,000, and on 
one meaty finger he wore an 
1l-carat diamond which had 
cost $50,000. 

Capone never carried less 
than $50,000 in cash, scatter- 
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RALPH CAPONE, Al's 


brother, as he appeared in 


ing $25 tips to hat check girls 
and $100 gratuities to waiters. 
He was known around the 
gambling spots as “a sucker for 
the ponies.” 

But those who took him for 
a “sucker” elsewhere usually 
wound up dead. 


Immediately following the 
gangster chief’s homecoming, 
I put increased pressure on my 
men to uncover several more 
breweries. They didn’t need my 
prodding, but perhaps I was 
overeager to show Capone that 
times and typés had changed. 


With the unbeatable tactics 
we had now developed into a 
science, we cost him another 
$250,000 in beer, equipment 
and trucks by wiping out two 
more breweries. 

We also took five men into 
custody, which meant that the 
bail bond fees were mounting 
into staggering totals, too. 


But the next two raids un- 
covered nothing but dry holes, 
with obvious indications that 
the breweries had been hastily 
moved. 

“I can’t understand it,” I 
told agent Martin Lahart as we 
tried to figure out how the 
mob could have known in ad- 
vance about our raids. 

Pondering the question, I 
found myself looking intently 
at the telephone. 

Suddenly it occurred to me 
that if we could tap their 
phones, wasn’t it possible that 
they could have tapped ours? 

Going downstairs to a pub- 
lic booth, I called Harrison at 
the telephone company and 
asked him to run a thorough 
check on my line. 

It was exactly as I suspected. 

He called back later to say 
that he had cleared our lines 
and would run. a check each 
week. 

A telephone company inves- 
tigation showed that several 
telephone workers had recent- 
ly left their jobs and “gone 
over to the syndicate for bigger 
money,” he told me. 

He had also learned, from a 
friend of one of those who 
had left, that the syndicate em-

$1000 bills to lay off and told 
that-he would receive similar 
amounts each week. One day 
while in their car two of his 
agents had a bundle contain- 
ing $2000 thrown at them 
from a passing car. They 
caught up with the gang- 
ster’s auto and hurled the 
money back.) 


“They know that's big money 
to people like us,” I told my 
men. “They just can’t under- 
stand that some people won't 
be bought. But sooner or later 
the idea will simmer through 
their thick skulls and then, in 
all probability, they'll try some 
rough stuff. But it sure is 
nice to know that my guys 
can’t be bought.” 

“You can tell the world!” 
Marty cracked.

Summit Objectives 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5. 

I would like to feel sure that we knew exactly what 
we want to obtain at a summit meeting. I am quite cer- 
tain that the Soviets will come with firm objectives in 
mind. If we are not equally clear in our minds, they will 
be more successful than we will be—or at least, very little 
will be done. 


In an area of the world where we have had 

a wise traveler in Dr. Milton Eisenhower, we have 
obtained information on Latin American and three 
definite recommendations. Dr. Eisenhower urges 
the United States to consider “the imperative need 
for bankable loans, not grants, in every country 
visited.” Secondly, he said we should consider “the 
response which I believe the United States should 
make to the appeal of the Latin American nations 
for more stable relationships between raw com- 
modity prices and the prices of manufactured 
products.” Lastly, he sees “the urgent and im- 
mediate need to bring about throughout the hemi- 
sphere a clear, accurate understanding of United 
States policies, purposes, programs and capabilities.” 


Dr. Eisenhower believes that Latin American countries 
are firm friends of the United States, and he is well liked 
in those countries. He could take this trip in the wake 
of the Vice President’s disastrous so-called “good will 
tour,” get by without incident and return with sensible 
recommendations for co-operation. He does not hesitate 
to say that co-operation is a two-way street, and that our 
South and Central American neighbors must do their share 
of co-operating.

“There are no leaders in the 
picture business any more,” 
Gregory asserts. “Movies are 
being run by bankers and 
frightened men whose only 
purpose is to keep themselves 
in power. 

“So far they have been firing 
people right and left, but al- 
ways at the wrong levels. Until 
the top echelon is thrown out 
pictures will continue to be 
mediocre. Even when these so- 
called moguls die off the sec- 
ond echelon won't be able to 
save movies. 

“The big shots are afraid of 
talented young people who 
might take their placer In- 
stead of hiring imaginative, 
courageous newcomers they go 
along with the ‘yes’ men.” 

Gregory, who recently pro- 
duced “The Naked and the 
Dead,” says television no longer 
can be blamed for the low 
estate of movies. 

“Audiences are fed up with 
TV, too,” he added. “TV man- 
aged to become second rate en- 
tertainment in five years. It 
took movies 30 years to do the 
same thing. 

“So why am I sounding off? 
Because I’m angry about the 
ills of this business. They re- 
flect the ills of the people mak- 
ing movies. 

“There is no showmanship, 
no knowledge of how to put 
glitter and excitement into pro- 
ductions. Ten years ago I was 
a soda jerk here in Hollywood. 
They were making the same 
kind of pictures then that they 
are filming now.

(beh-LAIR-oh-fun), had been 
ordered to go forth and slay 
a fire-breathing monster known 
as the Chimera (ky-ME-nuh). 
This monster was supposed to 
have the general figure of a 
lion, but some artists showed 
it with a goat's head rising 
from the middle of the back, 
and a tail which looked like a 
serpent. The hind legs, at 
times, were made to look like 
those of a large goat. \ 

Along the way, the prince 
saw Pegasus, and tried to 
capture him, The winged 
beast had other ideas, and 
kept well out of reach. 

Hoping to obtain help, Bel- 
lerophon went to a temple of 
Athena and slept on the altar. 
The goddess came to him in 
a dream, and promised that 


she would help him to tame | 


Pegasus. 

When the prince awoke, 
he saw at his feet a golden 
bridle. He picked it up, 
found Pegasus again and 
put on the bridle. 


Rising high in the air, Bel- 


lerophon was carried to the |% 


area in which the Chimera was 
causing harm to people. He 
shot arrows at the. monster, 
and brought it down. This 
deed added to his fame, but 
the myth goes on to a sad 
ending.
